A Proclamation by Governor Hoadly ot

The Council and the Sewerage Dis- 
trict Business—Tlxe Street 
Grade. 


The second adjourned meeting ot the 


city council was held hut evening, the 
Mayor and all the aldermen being in at- 
tendance. 


Resolution by Aid. Muzzy: That the 


street superintendent be authorized to 
put in crossings at inch places as he may 
think best to enbserve the intere*ts ot tbe 
city, and in oas* he may desire sugges- 
tions in relation thereto, that he may con- 
fer with the committee on sidewalks and 
crossing! and his and their action shall 
receive the endorsement ot the council. 
Referred. 


Aid. Gogerty moved that all other busi- 


ness except the sewerage matter be laid 
over until next meeting. Lost by a vote 
of 6 to 4. 


THB SEWBBAGE DISTRICT MAP. 


Mr. Benezette Williams, the skilled 


civil engineer, of Chicago, who was em- 
ployed by the city council some months 
ago at an expense of $1600 to prepare a 
sewerage district map for Decatur, and 
establish a uniform grade ot the streets 
and also fix grade for the iewers,presented 
the result of big careful work for the ap- 
proval of the council. The map is a very 
large one and is artistically made, show- 
ing eight separate district*, the natural 
flow of the storm water being the basis 
on which tbe districts are divided. The 
map shows a red line for a sower on every 
street in the city, the heavier lines indi- 
cating the main* aad the lighter lines the 
branches. The main,] are BO defined on 
the map aa to indicate that all sewerage 
matter will empty into the old third ward 
sewer at the foot of South Ohnroh street 
at it* intersection with Decatur street, 
near the W. H. Bramble property. The 
surface water in the second ward will 
empty into the King street ditch; the sur- 
face water south to go into the third 
ward branch; all the surface water in the 
first, fifth and fourth wards to empty into 
the Howell branch, except such at natu- 
rally flows in other directions. 


The profiles ot grades for all the streets 


in the city are vary elaborate and are 
made on a system to make the grading 
uniform. They indicate that many streets 
are to be out down, others filled up. If the 
grade is accepted and adopted, in future 
the grading will b» done systematically, 
and though some will kick, there will be 
others who will rejoice and be happy. 


On motion of Roberts, Mr. Williams 


was paid $500 on account, and the map 
and profiles were referred to the finance 
committee and other mfmbers ot the 
council to examine critically ts-day. 


It was ordered that the cobble stone 


sidewalk on the north side of West Main 
street, betwean Church and the alley east, 
be replaced with brick, at the ooit of the 
city, the work not to be done within three 
weeks. 


Aid. Roberts suggested.Jthat the Tele- 


phone company be requested to place a 
telephone instrument in the residence of 
Fire Chief Wayne. The suggestion took 
the form of a motion, and Gogerty's 
amendment that the matter be referred 
to the ura committee waa adopted. 


Aid. Wayne ottered a resolution that 


the alley in the rear ot the new Loeb 
building be properly improved. Referred 
to the public improvement committee 
with power to act. 


The matter of adopting the hall show 


license ordinance came up and after gen- 
eral talk, the motion to adjourn was 
adopted by a vote ot 7 to 2, Aid. Rob- 
erts refusing to vote. He was trying to 
write out a resolution against "Maud S." 
time and have it considered, but got dis- 
tanced in the first heat.
